After consultation with the turbiner manufacturer and various third-party experts, Roxwind is updating
its turbine specification from the GE-3.8-130 on an 85 meter hub height to a GE-3.g- L37 onan g1.5
meter hub height, a 3.5 meter reduction in the hub height. This request does not change the rated
capacity of the project (4 turbines each at 3,8 mergawatts); nor does it change the location or increase
the tip height of the turbines' As discussed in the attached documentation, the proposed updated
turbine specifir:ation will have a near negligible to positive effect on the project,s impacts.
